H ACKNEY’S open spaces 
have been voted among 
the best in London, after 
Keep Britain Tidy - the 
organisation that aims to 
improve local parks and open 
spaces - gave the borough nine 
awards. 

The Green Flag Awards set the 
national standard for parks and 
green spaces in England and 
Wales and encourage high 
environmental standards. 

Seven awards went to local 
sites that retained Green Flag 





status: Clissold Park, Hackney St John at Hackney Churchyard 
Downs, Haggerston Park, Gardens and Shoreditch Park. St 

Springfield Park, London Fields, John’s also kept its status as a 


Green Heritage Site. New Green 
Flag Awards went to Clapton 
Pond and De Beauvoir Square 
making a total of nine awards 
for 2009 - the most ever received 
by the borough. 

Only three London boroughs 
have more Green Flags than 
Hackney. In addition, Hackney 
Marshes User Group and East 
Reservoir Community Garden 
received a Green Pennant Award, 
which recognises high quality 
green spaces managed by 
voluntary and community groups.

THE announcement that nine 
of Hackney's parks have been 
awarded the nationally 
recognised Green Flag award 
is another milestone 
confirming Hackney as 
London's greenest borough. 



Four years ago we only had 
one Green Flag park, which is 
why I made it a manifesto 
commitment to improve our 
open spaces so that we could 
win an extra Green Flag each 
year. Having now won another eight, I am pleased that the 
commitment has been achieved twice-over. 


But our parks are not the only green aspect to Hackney. 
Our streets are greener, thanks to the 1 ,000 street trees 
that have been planted since 2006, we have the lowest 
C02 emissions of any London borough, and - helped 
along by initiatives such as the Council's cycle-training 
scheme - more people cycle in Hackney than anywhere 
else in London. 



But the Council can only do so 
much, the rest relies on

S ervices for 

residents such as 
free swimming for 
the over- 60 s and a 
discount card for carers 
have been commended in a 
new report from the 
Government’s social care 
watchdog. 

The Care Quality 
Commission (CQC) visited 
Hackney’s adult care 
services in April and May, 
highlighting the Council’s 
leisure centres as playing 
key roles in preventative 
care by offering free 
swimming for the over- 
608, also commending an 
Asian older women’s 
walking group. 

The Carers Card, which 
offers discounts at leisure 


centres, libraries and local 
shops, was singled out for 
special mention, as were 
training courses for carers. 

Among the services 
praised by the CQC is how 
the Council works to 
promote independence by 
offering older people and 
their families direct 
payments for their care 
packages, to provide greater 
choice and control.

Hackney resident Peter 
Hilton suffered a stroke 
that left him a wheelchair 
user with speech and other 


mobility problems. His wife 
Janice cares for him full 
time. Janice said that since 
getting an individual 
budget their lives have 
changed for the better:

Residents and 
voluntary sector groups 
are also helping develop 
new services at consultation 
events for the Council's 
transformation of adult 
social care programme, the 
report noted, which will 
mean more choice and 
control over the support 
that social services users 
receive. 

Inspectors also referred to 
partnership working 
between the Council and 
NHS City and Hackney, 
which has resulted in a £1.2 
million memory clinic and 
dementia care team offering 


early intervention to 
prevent further mental 
health problems. 

The report referred to the 
high priority given to 
protecting vulnerable 
adults, with increased 
staffing resources and 
training, out-of-hours 
support, and measures such 
as an event to help people 
with learning difficulties 
stay safe from abuse, and to 
cut the risk of distraction 
burglaries and financial 
abuse for vulnerable 
residents.

Feeling more secure at home 

NEW security measures including lighting and safer 
communal door entry systems have been installed in 
buildings on Hackney estates. 

More than 1 3,500 homes across the borough have 
received stronger doors - which have been hailed by the 
police - while hundreds of door entry systems have been 
installed. Estate lighting has also been upgraded so they 
are brighter in darker areas. 

Louisa Zaky, a resident of Harman Street estate in Hoxton, 
said: “The doors have really helped us. You no longer have 
people coming in and out of the blocks and we feel safe 
walking into our house.” 

According to the latest British Crime survey, published by 
the Home Office in April, there has been close to a 40 per 
cent drop in crime in the borough over the last five years. 
Cllr Alcock, Deputy Mayor of Hackney said: “It is important 
that we feel safe and protected when at home. That is why 
we will continue to invest in these vital improvements to 
our estates. ”

Back on 

his beat

F or chief 

Superintendent 
Steve Bending, 
being appointed 
Borough Commander of 
Hackney Police is bringing 
him back to an area he 
knows and loves. 

He served here as a 
sergeant for four years 
from 1987, before moving 
on to a number of other 
roles in the Metropolitan 
Police - mainly in East 
London. Most recently, he 
was Deputy Borough 
Commander in Tower 
Hamlets, before coming 
back to Hackney at the 
end of last month.

So why did he return? He 
explains: “I always liked 
working in the East End. I 
thought if I was going to 
become a borough 
commander I wanted it to 
be somewhere that was a 
challenge, but where I 
could also see there was 
good partnership work 
with the local authority 
and community. 

“I was in Hackney for 
four years and when I left 
I always wanted to come 
back if the opportunity 
presented itself. 

“I like working in busy 
places where the officers 
are hardworking, always 


work as a team and try to 
get results. And I wanted 
to see how different 
Hackney is now from how 
it was 20 years ago.” 

Although Steve has only 
been back a short time, he 
notices ‘there is a real 
willingness to get things 
done’ and that ‘people in 
the community want to 
make a difference and are 
prepared to stand up and 
be counted’. 

He says: “What I like 
about Hackney is that it is 
a vibrant place with 
communities from all over 
the world - people are 
tolerant about each 
others’ communities and 
are keen to learn more 
about them. 

“It’s got one of the 
youngest populations in 
the UK - there are more 
people aged under 25 here 
than anywhere else in the 
country. And it’s very 
vibrant in terms of 
regeneration - there’s been 
a lot of changes here in 
the 20 years since I was 
here with new buildings 
and development and 
there are plans for that to 
continue.” 

He adds: “For the last 
five years this borough has 
had outstanding results in 
crime reduction and the 
main aim I have is to 
maintain that downward 
trend - that’s going to be a 
real challenge.” 

Now 47, Steve joined 
the police in 1982 after 
1 8 months working for 
the Midland Bank in 
Ilford. He’d always 
wanted to be a police 
officer, like his father 
John who was a sergeant 
at Barkingside, but the 
older man tried to 
dissuade him.

“I don’t know why,” Steve 
explains. “I think he just 
wanted me to try a 
different career.” 

Within two months of 
working in the bank he 
realised he made the 


wrong choice, so 
re-applied to the Met 
Police - he’d already 
applied before getting the 
bank job - and was taken 
on in 1982 as a police 
constable in Ilford. 


The father of two will 
now be in charge of 
around 1,000 staff, 
including 750 police 
officers, working from 
Stoke Newington Police 
Station.

All your recycling 
questions answered 

Q. I live in a small block of apartments that 
currently have no recycling facilities. I have 
approached our managing agent who has been 
less than helpful. Can you advise how we can get 
recycling bins for me and the other residents? 


A. The Council is obliged to provide recycling facilities to all 
estates and flats across the borough to enable residents to 
recycle as easily as possible. Unfortunately not all landlords 
or managing agents want facilities to be placed within their 
developments, despite residents' wishes. This is often 
because they do not understand how the services operate, 
the cost involved and what is required from them to make 
sure they work properly. 

Often this just needs explaining to them and a site visit can 
assess what facilities can be provided. 

The recycling service is very simple. Both the bins and 
weekly collections are undertaken free of charge and all 
information on how to use the service is provided to 
residents by the Council. 

If you send us the contact details of your managing agent we 
will liaise with them directly and hopefully, you will soon be 
able to recycle much closer to home.

T WO green spaces 
managed by 
community groups 
in Hackney have 
been recognised as among 
the finest in the UK. 

East Reservoir 
Community Garden, run 
by London Wildlife 
Trust, and Hackney 
Community Tree Nursery 
and Edible Forest 
Garden, run by Hackney 
Marshes User Group, 
were awarded Green 
Pennants by the Green 
Flag Award Scheme. 


The pennants recognise 
high-quality green spaces 
managed by voluntary 
and community groups. 

Set up in 2000, the Tree 
Nursery and Edible Forest 
Garden is a community 
operation run by 
volunteers on Hackney 
Marshes.

East Reservoir 
Community Garden is 
found under Hackney’s 
oldest oak tree between 
the New River and East 
Reservoir and comes 
equipped with a green 
roofed eco-community. 


Other features inclu 
a bird hide, wildlife 
habitats, mini-nature 
trails and living willow 
activities, which are 
incorporated into its 
community and 
educational events. 

A spokesperson at

£97k grant for cemetery visitors 


ABNEY Park Cemetery is 
set to receive a £97,000 
grant to expand chances 
for visitors to learn about 
its natural environment. 

The funding comes from

Brown is the new green

I T’S summertime and 
gardens are 
flourishing. If you are 
thinking about tidying 
up your garden why not 
use the Council’s brown 
bin scheme to collect 
garden waste, or try 
composting at home with 
our subsidised bins and 
wormeries. 

The brown bin service is 
a fortnightly collection of 
garden waste, including 
leaves, lawn trimmings, 
hedge cuttings, small 
branches, plants and 
flowers, for composting. 

It is currently available 
to around 15,000 
properties in Hackney. 
Residents can have a large 



140 litre wheelie bin 
or a supply 
of single 
use 100 
litre 

compostable 
brown sacks 
to collect 
garden waste. 

This will be 
turned into 
compost for 
use on the 
borough’s 
parks and 
green spaces. 

The Council 
also offers 
composting units, 
including wormeries, 
bokashi bins and wooden 
compost bins, at reduced 
prices from as little as £9 
each, including delivery. 

Composting not only 


reduces your waste bin, 
it also 

produces 
a free 
fertiliser 
and soil 
improver 
which can be 
used on flower 
beds, plots, and 
window boxes. 
Even if you only 
have a patio, 
you still can play 
your part in 
helping the 
environment by 
using a wormery. 
Cllr Alan Laing, the 
Council’s Cabinet Member 
for Neighbourhoods, said: 
“By recycling or 
composting your garden 
waste, instead of just 
throwing it away, you can

Brief introduction to law

LET me explain my default position: I don't like 
musicals. I'm allergic to Cats, have an Evita 
aversion and would gladly miss Les Mis. 
However, determined to confront my demons, I 
took my seat for Once On This Island (directly 
behind Hackney legend Clive Rowe as it 
happens). 

Once On This Island is a re-working of The 
Little Mermaid, and the set was struck 
imaginatively as a beach front on a Caribbean 
island, complete with shrimping nets and palm 
trees. 

The show opened with the cast members in 
casual conversation on the beach, before 
several off them sidled off to take their place as 
the musical ensemble - a clever ruse which 
lent the show an informality and inclusiveness 
that extended to the audience. 

The show is a love story, with elements of 
Romeo and Juliet and Voodoo mythology 
added to the mix. The central character, Ti 


Moune is a peasant orphan rescued after a 
violent storm by a kindly couple who adopt her. 
Engineered by the capricious gods.Ti Moune 
rescues a handsome Creole planter from a car 
crash and nurses him back to health. In the 
best traditions of storytelling, they fall in love 
despite the differences in their backgrounds. 
But this being theatre, their love is doomed and 
poor Ti Moune is fated to die so that her lover 
can live. 

Shyko Amos who played Ti Moune gave a 
compelling and endearing performance fizzing 
with energy, ably supported by a slick and 
engaging cast. Special mention should be 
made to a barnstorming turn by Sharon D 
Clarke as Asaka, and Jo Servi as Papa Ge was 
brilliantly comic and demonic. 

So, despite my misgivings, I really enjoyed this 
show. But I won't be sending Baron Lloyd- 
Webber a Christmas card just yet.

PUPILS from the Petchey 
Academy are to sell food 
grown on their allotment 
to a celebrity chef’s 
London restaurant. 

Oliver Rowe - whose 
BBC programme The 
Urban Chef aimed to 
source food created within 
the capital - and the 
Academy have set up an 
agreement that will see the

Another deal has been 
formed by the E8 
Academy, which will see 
its food exchanged with 
medicinal herbs from an 
Austrian monastery.

What are the symptoms of swine flu? 

If you have a fever or a high temperature (over 38 D C / 100. 4 6 F) and have two of the following 
symptoms: unusual tiredness, headache, runny nose, sore throat, shortness of breath or cough, loss 
of appetite, aching muscles, diarrhoea or vomiting, you may have swine flu. 

What are antivirals and how can they help? 

Antivirals can't cure swine flu but they can help you to recover more quickly and they can relieve 
some of your symptoms. 

When is it better to contact your doctor? 

You should contact your doctor direct rather than using the National Pandemic 
Flu Service if: 

* You have a serious underlying illness. 

* You are pregnant 

* You have a sick child under one year old. 

* You or your child's condition suddenly gets much worse. 

* Your condition is still getting worse after 7 days (5 days for a child). 

What are flu friends and how can they help? 

Flu friends are family members, friends or neighbours who can help you if you get ill. They can 
contact the National Pandemic Flu Service on your behalf to assist with the assessment, and if 
required they can collect antivirals as well as help with food and over-the-counter medicines. 

This will avoid you having to leave your home and prevent you spreading the virus within your 
community, so it's advised that you nominate at least one friend now. 

To use the National Pandemic Flu Service and to collect antivirals, your flu friend will need their 
own and the patient's ID (a list of IDs will be available from the online service or the call centre), 

If you have any underlying health conditions, it's important your flu friend knows about them when 
using the service on your behalf.

TREATMENT FOR SWINE FLU 

A new strain of Influenza A (HI Ml), also known as swine flu, was confirmed in the UK in April and 
has spread to more than 100 countries around the world prompting the World Health Organization 
(WHO) to declare a global flu pandemic. 

The National Pandemic Flu Service 

In order to deal with the increasing number of cases of swine flu in England, the NH5 has launched 
the National Pandemic Flu Service. This is a new self-care service with online and phone access 
which allows you to check your symptoms and access antivirals if required, or receive advice on 
symptom-relief. This service is only intended for people who are ill with swine flu. It still allows you 
to go to your doctor if necessary. 

Staying at home and accessing antivirals via the National Pandemic Flu Service will 
reduce pressure on your GP surgery and local NHS services and prevent you 
spreading the virus within your community. 

How to use the National Pandemic Flu Service 

1. Go online at www.direct.gov.uk/pandemicflu or call 0800 1 513 100. 

Textphone is available on 0800 1 513 200. 

2. You'll be taken through a list of simple questions about your symptoms and 
medical history, and asked to confirm your date of birth, name and address including 
your postcode, 

3. If you are confirmed as having swine flu, you may be given an authorisation number 
which will allow your 'flu friend' (a family member, friend or neighbour) to collect 

a course of antivirals on your behalf from a local collection point in your area. You will 
also be given advice on how to treat your symptoms at home.

Leading the way for dementia 


HACKNEY has been 
chosen by the 
Government for an 
innovative pilot scheme to 
support residents with 
dementia. 

Community 

representatives will help 
to create support groups 
so those with dementia 
and their families and 
carers don’t feel isolated 
and are in touch with 
friends who understand 
their situation. 

The £140,000 scheme is 


known as a Peer Support 
Network. Advice will also 
be given to people with 
dementia and their carers 
at an early stage, to help 
them manage the illness 
better, and support a 
greater independence 
from residential care and 
early hospital admissions. 

The Department of 
Health has chosen the 
borough to host the pilot, 
which is being jointly 
organised by the Council, 
NHS City and Hackney, 


the Hackney and City 
branch of the Alzheimer’s 
Society, with support from 
the City of London. 

Cllr Nargis Khan, 
Cabinet Member for 
Community Services, said: 
“The Council is committed 
to providing high-quality 
services that enable adults 
and older people to live as 
independently as possible, 
exercising maximum 
choice over their lives, and 
I am delighted that 
residents will benefit from 


this innovative scheme” 

A total of £1.2 million

Rehabilitation and Employment Centre, talks 
to Hackney Today about the role 



What are the main 
responsibilities of the role? 

You will support adults 
suffering from severe and 
enduring mental health 
issues. Here at the Lee House 
Rehabilitation and 
Employment Centre, you’ll 
work with us to help with their 
integration back into the 
community, and with getting 
back to work. We run classes 
and courses in three main 
areas: administration, 
catering and horticulture. 
There are also some extra 
classes, ranging from literacy 
to art. 

You’ll be responsible for a 
caseload of members. This 
involves writing a support and 
development plan with them 
every three or six months, 
and meeting with them 
regularly to see how things 
are going. We usually talk 
about their progress at Lee 
House, or with employment, 
but sometimes we may also 
need to help our members get 
support with issues from 
other areas of their life. 

We run classes to help our 


members with their 
rehabilitation and 
employment. I teach a few 
computer classes ranging 
from beginner to advanced 
study; and I facilitate a 
Hearing Voices support 
group. I also facilitate 
rehearsals and arrange 
performances for The Light 
Sleepers, the Lee House 
band. 

Finally, there are admin 
responsibilities related to the 
other two roles. I have to keep 
up-to-date paperwork on all 
my caseload of contact 
members. I have to make 
sure that all the resources for 
the admin unit and other 
groups I run are kept stocked 
up and place orders for 
materials. Lastly, I am 
responsible for the arranging 
and invoicing of the Light 
Sleepers shows. 

What are the ideal qualities 
you are looking for? 

A big part of our role is to 
encourage and motivate 
people, so a positive attitude 
is very important. Some of the 


people we support may have 
difficulty learning new skills 
and retaining information so 
patience is also important. 
The ability to work in groups 
and create a good learning 
environment is very useful, so 
the role is suited to motivated 
and self-starting people. 
When working with a 
vulnerable client group, there 
is always a risk of becoming 
caught up in other people’s 
difficulties and emotional 
upset, so I think emotional 
resilience also is beneficial. 

Why is it good to work for 
Hackney? 

In my experience, there is a 
lot of support from 
management. We have 
regular meetings and my 
point of view is always 
considered. 

I like the option of flexible 
working. This allows me to 
balance work with visiting 
friends out of London and 
playing in a band -The 
Housewives. I also like the 
staff team I work with, which 
really helps.

Ade Obaye, Head of 
Housing Benefit Fraud 


“MY education has nothing 
to do with the job I do,” says 
Ade. And few would argue 
that there is a clear path 
from microbiology to fraud 
investigation. 

However, her analysis skills 
more than put her in good 
stead. She joined the 
employment service in the 
mid-1990s and ‘hasn’t 
looked back’ since crossing 
over to the benefits 
investigation team. 

She says: “I’m responsible 
for the housing benefit 
counter fraud team -the 
prevention, detection and 
investigation of all 
allegations of housing 


benefit and Council Tax 
benefit fraud in Hackney. 
“My role as head is 
strategic: the direction of 
the team, our targets, our 
policies and how we work 
with other departments. 
“Our main purpose is to 
protect public funds. To put 
it crudely, the money paid 
out in benefits is all of our 
taxes. When we get people 
claiming benefit wrongly 
the payment is calculated 
and is clawed back to give 
back to Hackney residents. 
“It’s all about safeguarding 
public funds - to make it a 
better place for Hackney 
residents.”

favoured approach. 

Alternatives to 

prosecution can 
also be taken - 
for example a 
caution or an 
administrative 
penalty may 
be dispensed, 
if this is 
considered 
to be in the 
public 
interest.

This flexibility, from a 
strict mandate, ensures 
cases are dealt with fairly 
and rationally according to 
the individual case, such as 
if the fraudsters held a 
position of trust; if the 


claim started as real and 
changed later; or if the 
person was co-operative 
when caught out. 

However, regardless of 
the penalty, overpayment 
is always recovered.
